"I have no jiiir- 
tioulot^linstility towards the men who car- 
ried tho flag during tlio war, but why, iJS 
ynara after tlio war, any one ahould de- 
liberalely display the Hug in tlin Inyal 
atate of Illinois, or, indeed, anywhere 
else, svhicli never did, and never can, 
mean anytliinK l)ut treason and liiimaii 
slavery I coidiln't nnderftand. I liavc 
rued bIiico that it is claimed Iho 11 ig 
was simply lioiatcd as a lolic. Wo can 
get along without exliiliitiona of sueli 
relics. 'I'iicro are enough Unionists with 
mpty flleevpB, wooden legs, crutclica and 
broken con.stitutiona to anawer any reasoii- 
alile demand for relics. The relio claim ia 
hard lo lielievo. I think the 11 ig was placed 
in position in dcliuncc of tho patriotic aen- 
timent that ought to find a place in the 
heart of every loyal citizen, and such Ijo- 
lief oompolled mo to take it down, whicli I 
did on Friday afternoon, Ojtober (i.

The Enfirllsb Yacht Will Remain Here 
—He Thiuics Her Cbances " 
Good. 

New Youk, Got. 18.— Through H. Mait 
land Kersey, Lord Dunraven, who sailed 
to-da^ for Kn|;land, made the following 
statement regarding liia views of the recent 
international race, and his intentions about 
tho Valkyrie for tho future : " The first 
raco,Vhicli ought to have been to windward 
and back, wore reaches. On tho first day 
the Valkyrie had a fluke and came out 
abend. On the second day the Vigilant had 
a iluko and oame oat ahead, winning the 
first race. The first day's race was void, 
the second was won by the Vigilant. That 
made a vast differenoe In the contest for the 
cup ; bnt the merits of either boat were not 
determined. Looking at it from that 
point of view, tbe first and second races 
should net be considered in judging the 
merits of tbe ships. In the third race tho 
Valkyrie was fairly beaten, but was out of 
trim and had not enough of ballast. In 
our desire to conform to tho eighty-five feot 
we sacrificed too much. We need not have 
been so sacrificing, for tho Vigilant was 
practically eighty-seven feot long, and wo 
ahould have increased tho length of 
our boat. This would have helped ua 
macli. Further, W3 were greatly interfered 
with by steamera, not being able to sail tho 
Valkyrio at times as wo wanted to sail her. 
But tho Vigilant would have won any way. 
It la my opinion, however, that had it not 
been for thia the dilTerenco in the lime at 
the close wonld not have been nearly so 
greot ns it was. The fourth day's race waa 
a aingle reef breeze race, and I think 
tho Valkyrio would have fairly won 
tho race if our two apinnakera hud 
hold out. This was very unfortunate 
for us, and it was very singular, too. Such 

have not known it to happen in England. 
As a total result, I don't consider that tho 
relative merits of tho two boats have bean 
determined. I shall leave tho Valkyrio 
over here, with the intention of racing her 
next spring in America, if I can make ar- 
rangements for yacht races. I understand 
quite a number of cups were not raced for 
this year. For these I will try. Xheoonrae 
from here to Marble Head ia moat excel- 
lent, and tho Valkyrie, I think, would 
do more than well on them. I have been 
asked if five out of seven . raoes would sot 
be fairer in the matter of the contest for the 
cup. To be sure, the element of chance 
would be lessened in'.five out of seven races j 
but I-<i^«ider th!sibf ineunicicntimportaDco. 
To refer to' tbe recent raoes again, I think 
tho majority of them should be to windward 
and liaok. Only one raoeoomplied with that 
condition, and that was the last one. But 
nobody was at fault. Permit me also to eay 
thot I never was over confident, although J 
thought the Valkyrie had a good chance, 
and think so still." 



U. S. SENATE. 

" JIucU Cry, Little Wool"-A liltfer Attack on 
Hill, Who Says the Sliver Bill 
'\V111 I'uss. 

Wasuin'gton, Oct. 18. — Tho session of 
tlio Senate to-day lasted from 10 a.m. antil 
/i:lo p. m., when another recess was taken 

until 10 o'clock to-morrow morning. Tho 
main object of the recesses instead of regu- 
lar adjournments is to cut oflT -the time for 
morning business, which may be extended 
to two hours. That is so much time saved 
for debate on the repeal bill, bat tbe debate 
to-day, like that of yesterday, did not touch 
tho bill ac all. It progressed first on Mr. 
Dolph'a motion to amend the journals of 
Mondeiy, wLiob, after a couple of hours, 
was laid on the table by a vote of 45 to 3, 
and then on a like motion by Mr. Teller, 
because hie owi^ name did not appear 
in the journal, ho having been present at 
a roll call and not having anawer'd. 
Tho principal speeches of tho day were made 
by Henutora Morgan (l)emncrat, Alabaiiia ) 
Toller (Rcpulilicun, CidoradoJ D.uiiel 
(Democrat, Virginia,) and Mills (Demo- 
crat, TiiXiis,) bui there were many intercst- 
inc and exciting interlocutory atatements 
during tho delivc-ry of theso speechea. Mr. 
Morgan was mure than uaually bitter in liia 
attacks upon Mr. Hill, (Uemocrat), whim) 
he spoke of as an astute pnliticiim who 
would lly back and forth like a weaver's 
shuttle, and again aa one of llioBO wlio rose 
to the aurfiice like buliblca on a atiigiiant 
pool and exploded, leaving only iiiephitie 
ordora. Mr. Hill look no notice of the 
attack upon him, but afterwards got into a 
collr<|uy with Senator Daniel, in which lie 
declared with much emphasis (tho remark 
being received with groat applause) that if 
tho presiding ofBcer agreed with him, the 
l>ill would pass in spite of all obstructions.

It Is Once DTore Waved Ih the IJ. 8. House of

^^ ASHi.NOTON, Got. 17. — In the House the 
bloody shirt was waved for a time this 
morning, when the bill removing the neces- 
sity for adirmativo proof of loyalty of pen- 
aionera of wara previous to the civil war wua 
called up. Mr. Biirrown claimed it would 
repeal tlie section barring from pcnaiona all 
who engiiged in tho rebellion. Col. U.ites 
denied Lliia, and said it only iiiVecled a few 
survivors of tho Mexican and Indian wura. 

"Call the hell lioiiiuls off tho track of the 
Union aoldiers," vein mcntly aaid Burrowa, 
"before you reatore men who wore falao to 
tlie Union to tho pension rolls." [Repub- 
lican uppUuise j Continuing, Mr. Burrows 
protested thai lio expected these statutes 
would he wiped out; that a majority would 
reassert tbe doctrine of slate rights, and 
Confederates would be restored to and 
Union soldiers stricken from the pension 
rolls.

CEREMONIOUS VISIT. 

British Naval Officers Beclproeate the Cour- 
tesies ot the Italian Mavy. 

Tabanto, Oct. 18.— Admiral Sir Michael 
Culme Seymour, in command of the British 
Mediterranean fleet, accompanied by all bis 
captains, returned the visit, yesterday, of 
Admirals Couoi and Turio, of the Italion 
navy, amid much ceremony and the burning 
of a largo amount of powder in salutes. On 
board tho Italian Uagahip Italia the admi- 
rals and other oHloors partook of a most 
BumptuouB entertainment. Tho Italian ad- 
mirula in a toast referred in most flattering 
terms to tho power of the British navy and 
to tho groat influence which the friendship 
between Italy and Great Britrin 
should have upon tho peace of Europe. 
Admiral Seymour in reply referred 
in complimentary phrases to tho warships 
I f Ita<y, and was also of tho opinion that 
both navies could not bo better employed 
than in the maintenance ot peace. Later in 
tho day Admiral Seymour received all tho 
local government and municipal officors, 
who visited him in state, and presented tho 
British admiral with a most flattering ad- 
dress of welcome. In the evening a banquet 
was given to the British admiral and officers 
on board the Italia. The whole of Italy 
joins in greeting to the British fleet. A 
significant fact of tbe visit is its occurrence 
when seven vesaels of Russia are gathered 
French waters. Whatever the intent of 
tho British squadron in Taranto, it is 
looked upon on all sides as a counter move 
to the presence of the Russian squadron at 
Toulon.

Ottawa, Oct, 18.— Sir C. H. Tuppor has 
formally called tho attention of the Gov 
ernor-in-Counoil to tbe services rendered by 
the following Canadian gentlemen cbnneot- 
ed with tho Bohring Sea case : Dr. G. M. 
DawBon, .loacph Pope, Hon. W. Ilamley, 
Victoria ; Collector Milne, Victoria ; J. M, 
Macoun, of the Geological survey; A. P.

They were ae- 
companied by a physician, a cook, and an 
ex-offioor of the Hudson's Bay Co., who 
joined,'them at Edmonton. The Hudson's 
Bay Co. have provided them with servants, 
money, guides, horses and everything ou 
their journey. They are travelling iiiro;/ 
as Mosars. Somerset and PoUcb, being intro- 
duced to the oUicersof the Hudson's Cay Co. 
by the Eirl of Lichfield, Deputy Governor 
for the company in England. They left 
Edmonton in Judo last, and have had much 
rainy weather, which made the trails ul- 
.most impassable. Big game, they say, ia 
very scarce. Tiiey fed on horse for eight or 
ten days before reaching Fort MoLeod, and 
fonnd that horseflesh straight was not much 
to travel on. 
, They propose to writo a book of their 
travels, both In British Columbia and Cali- 
fornia, but unfortunately, the Indians stole 
their KodaK, with 100 views in it. This will 
baagreat loss if not recovered; but Father 
Morice, of Stuari'ij L ike, has prondaed to 
try and get it back again. They were greatly 
pleased witli (JuitncUe, and would have via 
ited the mines, but were three weeka behind 
the time appointed for their return. Mr. A. 
McNaughton, the Hudson Bay Co. ugent 
hero, provided them with everything 
they desired. Thty left on the lOch by 
special atage for Aahcroft, and arc loud in 
their praisua of the accommodations of the 
Ojoidental hotel. 

A torriBo storm visited ua here on the 
l'2lh ; Bomo old houses were greatly damag- 
ed. Oqc old Indian woman was crushed to 
death in her tent, a large tree falling across 
her body during the night. The telegraph 
wires are greatly damaged, there being 
twenty-four breaks between Quesnelle and 
Barkerville, and many on this side of Ash- 
croft. 

People are still coming and going from 
Nechaco. Three different parties arrived 
this week. Even at this season they say it 
is still charming and v/armer than in Ques- 
nelle, One man from <Vashington is coming 
baok in the spring with twenty families 
He says that the surveyors have laid out 
beautiful townships and that the ground is 
all ready for the plough.

In early days much gold 
was founil on the Queani llo.

STOCKS liN iNEW YORK. 

Prices Higher All Itound Owing to the Ex- 
pectation of an Early Disposal of the 
Silver Question. 

New York, Oct. 18.— Stocks were higher 
all round to-day with news from Washing- 
ton re the attitude of the senators in the 
silve'r matter, which was construed favor- 
ably by operators at the board. Tbo fact 
that the Reading receivers had uuccoeded in 
postponing tlie Bale of the Company's securi- 
tien pledged with tho Speyor ayndicate, aa 
collateral for lho Sli5, 000,000 advanced by 
tho latter, also had a good effect in prices.

The riao in tho Nortbera Pacific 
added to their discomfiture, and, late

S&ILOBS' UNION CHEOKBD. 

Tho Fight Practically Over and Yessols Are 
Lcaviug With Mixed and Nou- 
Uiiloii Crews. 

Skatti.i:, Oct. 18. — Tho fight between tho 
Sailora' Union of the Pacific, formerly the 
Coast Seumeu'H Union, and tho Shipowners' 
Aaaocialion, which has boon waged so 
fiercely all along the Coast, is practically 
ended. Tho battle has been the fiercest at 
Sail Francisco, where tho huad(jii irtera of 
each organization is located, and Seattle haa 
been next to .Siui Francisco aa a battle- 
ground. That the Sailors' Union haa prac- 
tically throsvn up tho sponge is shown by 
the following resolution, which was passed 
ut a mooting hold in San Francisco last 
night : 

"Resolved, That wdiile tbo Sailors' Union 
is ready to furnish men to all veaaela di-air 
ing them, tho privilege is hereby granted to 
captains to pick their sailora from any part 
of the rank and file of the union. The right 
is also granted to members of the union to 
look for thoir own joba and ship on any vea- 
ael that they may deaire. Tins rule does 
not apply to Coast brunches of tho uuion, 
tvluch will be allowed to pass such shipping 
regulations as may be best fitted to govern 
any particularrequiremeBta that the occasion 
may demand. 

" This motion shows that the union rec- 
ognizes the impossibility of maintaining any 
standard of wages or of compelling ship 
owners to patrnnize its ofilce in this port 
The outside offices are left to do as they 
choose. It is tho hope of the union's ifii- 
cors that after the present depression is over 
ttie union will uguin bo able to reaumo ita 
old place." 

One of theatrawa whicli broke tho camel'a 
back was the stand taken by tho Black Dia- 
mond Coal canipany in joining forces with 
tho .Si.innwnors' Asaocialion. Tins company 
has been oneof iheprincipalauppurters of lho 
union, and the change was iuungurated by 
Capt. Gritiin of the alup Ivanhoe, which pliea 
between Seattle and San Francisco. The Cap- 
tain tho morning before hia vessel waa to aail 
from San Fruociaco, called his crow of 
union sailors aft and announced that here- 
after the wugca aboard that vessel would be 
SHO per month until further notice, and 
that he, as captain of the alup, reserved the 
right to employ whom he pleased regardless 
of the regulations of the union. He then 
told tho sailors that those among them who 
desired to stay with the ship could do so, 
but must sign papers at once, as he desired 
to bo sure of his crew. Tho men asked un- 
til li o'clock in the afternoon to c insider tho 
matter, and after some diacusaion the re- 
quest was granted. 

At that liour the sailors mot the captain 
and asked for further time, but Capt. Griffin 
refused to wait any longer, and in conse- 
quence eight of the twelve union men com- 
posing the old crew of the ship signed the 
new agreement. This meant abiolutely re- 
nouncing the sailors' union, inasmuch as 
they agreed to sail for less than union wages 
and with non-union meb as shipmates. 
From the fifty non-union sailors who 
were waiiiog on the dock in tho 
hope of securing work, Capt. Griflin 
selected the four men needed to complete 
his crow, and then all hands went to work 
getting the ship ready for sea. About 
an hour later the four union sailors of tho 
old crew who had refused to accept Griffin's 
terms and leave tho union returned and 
asked to be given their old places on tho 
ship, saying they had been at union liead- 
juartera and that tho aecrctury of the uuion 
had_ advised them to stay with^the Ivanhoe, 
as the union could not take cure 
of them. Captain Griffin refused to 
discharge tho non-union men he had 
aigned, and aa a result there aro four more 
union sailors idle. Seamen who have here- 
tofore been ataunoh unionists have been 
hunting up and down tho wharves for vesecla 
aud there ia no longer any fear of tho Sail- 
ora' Union among captaina and ahip owners, 
and aa a result, inatead of captains looking 
for crews, crews aro looking for captains. 
Several ships have already sailed and others 
have arranged to sail with non-union crews. 

JUDGE LYNCH THWARTED. 

A Negro Bescued From the Hope Just as Ho 
Was Being Strung Up. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct, 17. — At seven 
o'clock this morning, whilo Mrs. Sarah 
May, an invalid widow, aged 50 years, who 
lives with her two little children in a small 
tenement at tho corner of Sarah street and 
Forest Park Boule\ ard, was engaged in 
drawing water from a well in an isolated 
section of the vicinity, she was accosted by 
George Jones, a coal black negro, aged 22 
years, who made an insulting proposal. The 
woman Boroamed for help, and the negro, 
after ohokiog her into in8enBibility,attcmpt- 
cd CO criminally 'assault her. Fortunately, 
the woman's shrieka bad been heard by a 
number of laborers, who hastened to her 
assistance. They assailed the negro and 
after a desperate roaistanco ho was captured 
and bound hand and foot. A rope was 
placed around neck and Jud;^o Lynch 
was quickly in command of a court. Tho 
negro whined and bt-ggcd pitcoualy for his 
life, but the mob waa bunt on hia death and 
tho rope waa thrown over the limb of a 
neighboring tree. In tho menntinio 
tho polico ofhcers at the Viith l)ia- 
triot station had been notified by telephone 
and were hurrying to tho Hceiie. When the 
mob saw the police coming on horseback to 
rcacue tho negro, their fury became inten- 
aified and they hurled stones, atavea and 
clubs at the frightened and yelling wretch. 
Finally the police dashed through tho mob 
and, l)lying their clubs right and left, 
reached tho trembling negro and, under 
drawn revolvers, escorted him to tho atation 
house, where he was locked up in a cell.

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FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 

Paris EnflmsinHtic Ovpv Its Muscovite 
Guests— 'I'lic Whole Town 



President Cornot's Liberal Bestow- 
ment of Decorations— Bauqaets 
and General Jollity. 

Paris, Oot. 18. — Yesterday at the French 
capital wus a general holiday, and from 
■ early dawn people in holiday attire crowded 
the atroots. They came from the country 
and from other cities in special trains. The 
Btreets wore almost embowered with decor- 
Btiona, in vrhioh the Ruaaian and Prenoh 
colors cotnmiogled aa Franco hopes they 
may on that day when enemies appear op- 
posed to her in battle array. The windows, 
balconies, housotopa and even the chimneys 
along which the Russians passed, were bluck 
with sight-SDors. The Russian naval officers 
arrived by train from Toulon at 9:30 o'clock 
in the morning. A throng estimated at 
100,000 people waa gathered around the 
depot, while every atreet leading to the 
Military club, where the Russians were en- 
tertained, wsa psioked with people. Aa the 
Baaaians appeared and entered their car- 
riages tbe great throng set up a mighty 
sbout of "Vive la Russie !" Admiral 
Avellan and the officers accompanying him 
atood up in the carriages and replied with 
shouts of "Vive la Franco !" 

Only with the ulniost ditlioulty were the 
police enabled to keep the thoroughfares ou 
the way to the club clear enough to admit 
of the carriages passing at a slow wallc. At 
times French enthusiasm was worked up to 
such a pitch that the Kusaiiina looked 
alarmed us tho cheeriii;; iiiUriiieH, turgiug 
forward, burst through tho military line 
gathered close nboul, them. Tho Kuasiuns 
appeared thoroughly tin d out by the series 
of entertainments at Toulou. Admiral Avel- 
lan made a brief response to the address of 
welcome preeented him at tlio station by 
the President of tho Council, expressing 
pleasure at being chosen to return the visit 
of Admiral Gervais to St. Petertliurg, and 
closing with compliments to Fruuco and 
Frenchmen. 

Admiral Avellan and his officers had no 
sooner entered tho Military Club than the 
tremendous roars of cheering which swept 
over the I'liico do I'Opera compelled tliem to 
reappear upon tho balcony, where, in reply 
to thegreetirg of the vast inultitudo below, 
the Russian admiral and hia staff waved 
their caps in tho air and cried " Vive U 
France." This caused a climax in tho ex- 
citement, and if the people woie wildly en- 
thusiastio before thniifi words fell from thn 
Ruaaian admiral's hps, they were fairly 
mad with excitement when they /lieard 
them. 

President Carnot conferred on Russian 
Admiral Avelhm the decoration of a grand 
officer of the Legion of Honor. Other ofii- 
oere were also decorated. The Rnaaianadrove 
to the Palais Elyaea in the afternoon, and 
on the way there the same enthusiastic 
acenes were witneaaed. Some of the people 
biaaed before the British embassy, but tho 
demonstration was toon suppressed. Upon 
arriving at tbo Elysee the Russian admiral 
and staff were received wttb military honor 
and presented to Preiident Carnot by }$aron 
von MobreDheim, tbe Russian ambassador. 
President Carnot was surrounded by the 
ofBoera of his military household, and after 
having greeted the visitors, turned to the 
Ruaaian smbissador and said: "I thank 
you for presenting to me the officers of tho 
Ruaaian eqnsdron. I am buppy to bo able 
to-day to renew tho greetings in person 
wbich was extended to them at Toulon on 
my behalf." 

The President then turned to the Russian 
visitora and said : " You have already 
heard. Messieurs, ut Toulon tho cxprcseion 
of good will of tho French (iovernnient and 
also that of the people of the districts 
through which you have passed, and through- 
out the nation you will everywhere meet 
with tho same aincero cordial welcome. 
Tho ties of friendship which ha%'e been 
drawn closer by the tjouchingdembtistral 
tions of. which ; pifr/,'/leet',\yaS the object at 
i,C?<}p,8l5k(l(, are igrow'ing stronger every day. 
'-tTh'e loyal interchange of our feelings and 
friendship will bo i\n inspiration to all who 
have at heart Iho benefit of peace, confi- 
dence and security. The great Kmperor 
who sent you, and whom I greet from this 
place, intrusted you with an exalted luis- 
aion, which you have worthily carried out. 
I bid you, therefore, welcome." 
.'Admiral Avellan replied to President 
Carnot, tbsnking the French President for 
tbe courtesies extended to himself and 
officers while on French soil. The Russians 
then visited tbe ministry of tbe interior, 
ministry of war, ministry of marine and 
other important buildings of a similar 
nature, including in the tour the senate and 
chamber of deputies: At the chamber of 
deputifB tho Russians were welcomed by 
Vice-President Casiniir, who, addressing 
Admiral Avellan, declared that the deputies 
fully appreciated tho honor paid them by 
Admiral Avellan and his oiiicera in visiting 
tho chamber and expressed happiness at 
having been associated wibh thn aontitnents 
which caused the hearts of Russijns and 
Frenchmen to beat in unison on the ncL'ae- 
ion never to be forgotten. The Vice-Presi- 
dent added : " W'e address, with the entire 
nation, our respeclful homage to tho C/.xr 
and our synipa'hy to the I-lusaiun nation, 
army ami navy." 

Tho vast concourse of peo])|i5 around tho 
buildings immediately elofcd behind tho 
carriages occupied by the Russian cliioers, 
until the crush waa bo great that tbo ve- 
hicles wero carried forward by tho throng 
amid deafening cheering, men, women and 
children running beside tho carriages and 
grasping tho hands of the Russian otlioera, 
who often rose from their aeat^, waved their 
hats ond shouted, "Virr. iioi boiis ami-i A;* 
FrancaisI" To these Russian cheera tho 
/^crowds replied by cries of "V{vcno.-< hunn 
'■'amis' lea ituaaes !" Altogether tho scene 
was unprecedented in tbo history of tho 
world, unless exceptions be made in favor of 
tbe extraordinary scene witneaaed at Ton- 
•lon. \ In the evening' all tbe prominent 
bnitdings of the city were illuminated, 
'While all over tbe oity there was un extrav- 
agant display of illuminations. 

Tbe Russian officers wro at niuhb ten- 
dered a banquet ot tho E'yeeo palace. Preti- 
dent Carnot presided. Tho Russian officers 
wore their now Legion of Ilnnnr decora- 
tions, which greatly pleased the Frenchmen 
who attended the bai.(|uet. President Car- 
not toasted the Cz ir, (V.irina, the Riisaiaii 
navy and the entire RuHsiaii nation, liaron 
Mobreubeini, Ruaaian ainbass .dor, roapnnd- 
cd to President CarnoL's toast, thanking 
him for the felicitous words and cordial wel- 
come bo extended to tho Russian anilors, 
closing with tbo cry, " Ti'iv; In Prcsiilciil 
(Ic la Ihpuhli<jue Francaisc." At this remark 
of tho Russian ambassador there was tre- 
mendous cheering. A ball followed the 
banejucfc. 

Prcfident IFumbert, of tho tnunioipal 
council, has received telegrams of congratu- 
lation from the muyera of tit. Petorsbarg, 



Moscow, Warsaw, Riga and Other oities, 
thanking him for the cordial manner in 
which the Ruaaian sailors were received in 
Paris. 



NAVAL PROGEISS. 

Lord Salisbury Says England^Unst Not Belax 
Her Efforts to Keep Ahead. 

London, Oot. 18.— Lord Salisbury, in an 
address at Ormskirk to-day, dwelt upon the 
progress being tnado by foreign navies. 
England, he said, must never relax in her 
efforts if she wished to keep on a level with 
tho allied powers. She must be, prepared 
against the surprises of foreign science. He 
expressed tho hope that the necessities of 
the budget would not cause the Qovernment 
to neglect tho navy or to allow its relapse. 
He declared that in tbe event of Home Rule 
for Ireland the navy would have to watch 
another ooaat, in which case a war would be 
much more likely to prove disastrous. Na- 
poleon, he added, ujwd to say that if ho 
secured Antwerp it would bo a pistol pro- 
seated in the month of the Thames. Ire- 
land would be a still greater menace to 
Britain on account of tbe well-known hos- 
tile element there who would gladly assist 
an enemy. 






CANADIAN AUS PKALIAN CABLE. 

n Iiiiiiortaiit Article by tlio London 
Times. 

London, Oot. 18. — The Times of to-day 
has a prominent article on the completing 
of the French cable from Queenstown to 
Now Caledonia, a French possession. Tho 
Times says it is intended to continue this 
cable to tho Fiji ialunds, which arc British, 
from thence to the iSamoan islands, which 
aro nominally independent, but uro really 
under the protectorate of Great Britain, 
Germany, and of tbo United States, antl 
from thence to Hone<lulu, in Hawaii, at pre- 
sent under a provisional government, which 
hopes to establish a republic or annex the 
islands to the United States, and from 
thence to Yaucouver in Canada. The 
Times says that the financial aaaistanoe of 
thn Canadian government is confidently 
counted upon when the construction of the 
last section between the Sandwich islands 
and Canada is within measureable distance.

BRAZILIAN ELECTIONS CALLED. 

Stiitements Issaed by President Pelxoto, But 
Discredited. 

Montevideo, Oot. 18.— President Peixoto 
has called the congress elections for Octo- 
ber 30. 

Tho Brazilian minister here has received 
the followinc dispatch from Peixoto'a repre- 
sentatives. Tho statements in tho dispatch 
aro not credited here : " Fort Santa Cruz, 
in a fight with Fort Villagngnon, silenced 
tho guns of the latter. The gunboat Trapani 
waa disabled, and tho battleship Aquidaban 
damaged. Tho steamer Arano, with insur- 
gouta aboard, tried to force a passage out of 
tho harbor but was sunk by the guns of 
Fort Santa Cruz. Many were killed and 
many prisoners captured. Several of the 
insurgents jumped overboard and. were saved 
by the French steamer Orinoco. The packet 
boat Dalas, from Santa Cataline with pro- 
visions for Admiral Mello, tried to reach 
the fleet, but was repulsed by Fort Santa 
Cruz. The state of siege has been prolong- 
ed for 15 days." 



THE HOOPEK CASE. 

statement by a Railway Conductor— " There 
is Uore In it Than Anyone Imagines." 

C, P. R. Conductor Robitaille has made 
known tho following startling facts in con- 
nection with the Hooper caao : 

" There is more in the Hooper c.^so than 
anyono imagines," said Mr. Robitaille. " 1 
have strong reasons to suppose that Hooper 
knows how bis wife disappeared from the 
train before it reaohed Louiseville. I do not 
temember. the date, biitjCon(li;ctor J5ollo-' 
fo^ltce wy-0t>MAi&<tl>4i^-K[h. Hooper is sup- 
posed to have jumped from, and he told me 
that Mrs. Hooper was on the train just be- 
fore it reaohed Louiseville. A little east ol 
tho station is a small river, and Mra. Hooper 
disappeared when tho train waa somewhere 
near there. Now, I crossed Bellefcuille's 
train just below Louiseville, I was coining 
to Montreal. When I reached Louiseville 
Hooper got on my train. This waa ul out 
two a.m. Bellefeuillo'a train had left him 
there about fifteen minutes past one. 

"Soon after tho train started Hoojjer be- 
gan telegraphing all the agents to look out 
for tho cra/.y woman that had been lost near 
Louieevillo. He waa very nervous, and I 
oould not help thinking that something waa 
wrong. 

"It will bo remembered that Mra. 
Hooper'd dress was torn when Hooper for 
the last time got on the train at Lanornie 
with hia wife to bring her to Montreal. 
Well, I have learned that a piece of her 
dress was found clinging to the brakes on 
Bellefuille'a train. 

"What he meant by taking her to Louise- 
ville, which is forty miles below Lanoraie, I 
cannot understand, for ho was supposed to 
he taking her to her borne at St. Ambroiao 
de Kildare, and should have taken tickets 
to Ltuoraie, instead of Louiseville. Any- 
way, ho lost her before he got to Louise- 
ville, and ho could not hunted very hard for 
her that morning, as he got on my train 
about half an hour afterwards. The agent 
at Louiseville and the persons who took the 
woman in can throw a lot of light on this 
part of the affair."

A HASTY DECISION. 

The reaolatioa passed by the Trades and 
Labor Council at a recent meeting, declining 
to assist the Bureau of Labor Statialica in 
ita work, because the interests of labor have 
not been recognized in an ofiioial capacity, is 
dlauppointing to the true frienda of labor in 
the Province. One of tho main ohjcota of 
the liurcau ia to improve the condition of 
Workin)<mcD by establiahing a tribunal 
by which disputes between them 
and their employers can be amic- 
ably and equitably adjuatcd. In all 
that relates to tho good work, tho 
Department ought to be sure of the hearty 
and efficient eo-operation of the trade or- 
ganizations. Those organizations have all 
alonf( beeD complaining that their existence 
has been ignored by Governments, and that 
80 little hue been done by public men to 
aaeiat them in bettering tho condition of the 
working classes. Now, when the Govern- 
ment of this Province has recognized tho 
dlkitns of labor, and in a practical way has 
extended to it a helping hand, the Victoria 
Trade* and Labor Council refuses to do 
-what it can to make tho now Bureau of 
Labor Statialica and Councila of Concilia- 
tion and Arbitration eircctivo. la thia 
right? 

Admitting, for argument's sake, that 
the Tradea and Labor Council are 
correct in saying that " efficiency in 
the work of tho department domanda that 
tho interesta of labor be recognized in an 
official capacity," would it not be in every 
way better for that body, after atating ita 
claim to recognition, to have done what it 
could towards ooUiiOting the labor statistics 
of the oity. The Council would then have 
shown that, aIthou|{h they considered that 
the workingnien liml been overlooked in the 
organization of the 15ureau, they were never- 
theless prepared, for tlie Huko of the Ciiuao 
of labor and the general welfare, to do what 
they could to help it do its work. By 
taking this stand, tbey^ would have shown 
both their zeal in the cause of labo)^ and 
their disinterestedness. 

Tho members of the Trades and Labor 
Council know very well that those who are 
endeavoring to promote good causes cannot 
olwaya have ovcrythin(/ their own way. 
Thoy havo often to struggle long against ad- 
verse circumstances, to put up with unrea- 
sonablo opposition and even to bear pa- 
tiently slights and injustice. If the earnest 
and public-spirited men who have sucoooded 
in effecting reforms of differont kinda had 
refused to oxcrt tliemselvea when thinga did 
not move exactly in the direction which 
they thought right, no good cause — that of 
labor among others— would have ever 
aohiovod oven o slight measure of suooesa. 

We trust that tho Trides and Labor 
Council will roconaider their resolution. 
Thoy cannot but know that tho Hon. Col. 
Baker, the head of the Department, is heart 
rad Boul a friend of Labor, and that he is 
working hard to establish the Bureau of 
Labor Statiatica andCounoila of Conciliation 
and Arbitration, and to place it on a good 
footing. It ia not for tho repreaontativea of 
labor to place obstaclca in his path. 
It is their plain duty to help him 
in every «<^7 they can. lb ougbt 
not to i» said, and it must not be said, that 
the Bureau is not ao effi.oient as it might be, 



because workingmen do not realize its im> 
portanoe and refuse to co-operate with it. 

Tho grievance of whioh the Tradea and 
Labor Counoil complain ia not, after all, a 
very great one. The efficiency of the 
Bureau is making tho relations between em- 
ployers and employed nioro friendly, pleas- 
ant and mutually profitable, is tho principal 
thing to be considered. If, by the strenuous 
exertions of all oonoerned, that result is 
brought about, all other cousiduiutiuua 
should be regarded aa of comparatively 
small importance. Tho recognition whioh 
the Tradea and Labor Counoil claims will, 
if the Bureau works well, no doubt, come in 
timo. Tho needs of tho Department will 
mnko themselves known us its work goes 
on, and it will be to tho incercBC of all 
that those needs be promptly supplied. 

THE HALF- HOUR CONVENTION. 

Oar New Westminster contemporary, 
whioh ia not by any means remarkable 
either for its aocuraoy or its politeness, calls 
in question the truth of our statement 
that the Times told its readers that 
the whole proceedings of tho uon- 
representativo Kumloopa Convention did 
not occupy half an hour. Wliat we 
aaid was quite accurate, aa the follow- 
ing passage from the Times' notice of the 
Convention will prove. Thia ia it : 

" There waa no speaking in tho Con- 
vention. The reports of the committee 
benig read and adopted unanimously. 
Tlie whole procuediuga did not oc- 
cupy more than half an hour." 

The New Westminster organ of the Opposi- 
tion has to admit that '!tbe formal meeting 
of the Convention, in public session to rati- 
fy the resolutions, occupied about half an 
liiiur." Thia ia oortaiuly an exceedingly in- 
genuous confeasiiiii. Tho object of tlio Con- 
vention was, according to tho organ, nothing 
more than "to ratify the resolutions." This 
is just what it was. To borrow a phrase 
whioh the Tiaifli is very fond of using 
reproachfully, the Convention was nothing 
more than a "thuniba-up" convention, Its 
members mot formally to ratify ailout- 
ly tho rcaolutions -that had been pre- 
pared for them. This "formal meet- 
ing" spoken of by the Columbian 
was lh« Convention. The pablio have noth- 
ing to do With the oanouses and committees 
that did their work before the " formal 
meeting " of the Convention. As a member 
of Parliament is held responsible for his 
speech or his silence only when that body is 
in open session, so the members of the Kam 
loops Convention whioh, we see, waa a 
" Quaker's meeting," are responsible for 
what they said, or rather did not say, at its 
" formal meeting." If aby of them had an 
objection to raise to the resolutiona, or any 
exprcsaion inany of ihem, then washis time to 
raise it. But, according to our authority, not 
a word waa said except those that were neces' 
aary to put the motions and to signify assent 
to them. The absurdities and the stupid ities 
of the resolutions were swallowed by tho 
Fifteen without a word of remonstrance. 
The Convention was simply a voting ma- 
chine. Like all other machines, it was 
silent, unreasoning and obedient to the will 
of the engineer. 

\Vu have a suspicion that even the wire 
pullers and tho organists are beginning to 
see the Kimloops non-representative, 
silent, unreasoning convention in ita true 
light, and are getting ashamed of it. It 
was, politically, intellectuslly and morally, 
a failure of the worst kind. The more n-e 
hear of it, the flatter and tlic more inaigni- 
6oant it appears. 



THE ORPHANS' HOME. 

The new Protestant Orphans' Home ia an 
ornament as well as a credit to Victoria. 
The building is on as fine a site as there is 
in the oity or near it. It is on high ground, 
commanding a view of the whole city and 
nmoh of its environs. From a sanitary point 
of view the Homo could not be in a better 
situation. It ia built on a rock, and there 
ia not even the suspicion of malaria in its 
neighborhood. It is surrounded by spacious 
grounds, in which there is ample room for 
the children both to play and to work. 
Children reared in such a situation and 
under fairly good conditions in other re 
speota, cannot but be healthy, and by conso 
qiience, ha[)py. 

Tlie Home itself ia a largo and handsome 
building. It is of brick and is supplied 
with every convenience that modern house 
keeping riquirca. The rooms are large, 
airy and cheerful, and everywhere there is 
plenty of light. This is un excellent feature 
of tlie Orpliaiia' Homo. Growing children 
should havo plenty of pure air, and there 
ahould be no stint of God's sunlight. There 
is nothing gloomy or unpleasant about tho 
building or ita surroundings. The lines of 
tho orphana wlio may live in this Home will 
bo laid in pleasant places, and if thoy aro 
under care of a ludy ao motherly, do kind- 
hearted, and at the sauio timo so judicious 
as tho present matron, Mrs. Walker, the 
loaa of parenta to many of them will be 
hardly an aiUiction, 

The intellectual as well as the bodily 
wants of tho children are provided for by 
tho Building Committco. There aro in tho 
Homo two largo and well appointed school 
rooms — one for boya and one tor girls— and 
there are what is not less necessary to the 
well boing and happiness of the youngsters, 
two spacious play-rooms, in whioh they can 
amuse themselves when tho weather is too 
wet or too cold to play out of doora. Wo 
can hardly aeo how the children of this 
orphanage could be better housed. 

Tho Building committee have done won- 
ders with the Taylor bequest. The building 
and its appointments are all of good material 
and the workmanship appears to be of an 
e.toollcnt quality. Nothing seemea to havo 
boon forgotten or neglected. Tho building 
could not have been brought to ita present 
state of perfection without a great deal of 
labor and Bolioitude on the part of the 
Balldiug Opmmlttee, who are entitled to 
great oredit for having daoe their work of 



love sb oarofully end so well. ' There is talk 
of erecting n. monument to John G. Taylor, 
who left the money to build the Homo. He 
oould not have a better or a nobler monu- 
ment than tlie Froi^stant Orphan^ Home.'' 

THE CITY COUNCIL DISCUSSION. 

In the discussion whioh took placo in the 
City Counoil on Monday night with respect 
to official letters received by the Mayor, 
Aldorman Baker was, in the main, right. 
Those lettera were uddreaaod to tho Mayor 
as tho hoiidof the Corporation — as tlie repre- 
sentative of the City Council — and every 
alderman had as good a right to sco them 
and pass an opinion on their importance aa 
the Mayor himself. There can be no doubt 
that by far the g enter run.b r of them were 
intended by their writers for tho consider- 
ation of tho City Councillors aa well ua tho 
Mayor, There shou'd therefore bo some 
means of directing tho attention of the 
Council to the letters received by 
tho Mayor in his official capacity. 

We know perfectly well that a consider- 
able proportion of those lettera are of a 
trilling nature, and sonio of them may have 
been written by cranka innking imprac- 
ticable suggestions and advocating impos- 
sible sahemea. But if the aldermen wish to 
amuse themselves by reading these com- 
munications, thoy should bo mado aware of 
their receipt, and every facility ahould be 
given them to got u knowledge of their con- 
tentii. Tiien people liavo very diilerent 
ideas of the importance of a loiter ; one that 
Uia Worship the Mayor would regard aa 
utter nonsense or mischievous trash, some of 
the Aldermen might consider an important 
document well wortliy the Hcriou.i attention 
of the Council. At any rate, the aldermen 
liave as good a right to havo their eatimato 
of tho communications known and con- 
sidered, na the Mayor has. The Mayor is 
not an absolute ruler who can do as he 
pleases with letters, without any regard to 
tho rights or the opinions of members of the 
Council. 

As good a way as any, perhaps, of dispos- 
ing of the letters would be to hand them 
ovor to the chairmen of the several commit 
toes to which I heir contents have reference. 
It would bo lor those committees to decide 
upon the merits of the communications, 
whioh of them ahould bo thrown into tho 
waste basket, irbich set apart for future 
consideration or reference, and ■•vbich re 
ported to the Council.

Canadian Pacific AuthoritieH Await 
Further luforniatiou Belbro Tak- 
ing Dc'lliiite Actioii. 



Censure for Captain Htott— Tlio Insur- 
auce on tlio Disabled Ship a 
Quarter Million. 

The news of tho mishap to tho pioneer 
steamship Miowera, of the Canadian- 
Australian line, told in detail in the 

Colonist within an hour of its receipt in 
S*n Frunciauo, waa " all tho talk" yester- 
day. Tho waiting for tho Miowera hud 
been ao wearing that the end of the •sus- 
pense was welcome to the anxious watchers, 
who were glad at least to know that no 
lives had been lost. The passengers landed 
in San Francisco by tho Auatralia are on 
their way north, and a number of lliem, in- 
cluding Mr. Mjcrac, son of Victoria's 
police magistrate, are cxpeoied to arrive 
here tomorrow evening or tho day follow- 
ing. The C. P. R. authorities took no action 
yesterday iu reference to the stranded 
steamer, nor did they disclose their plans, 
which will be made known to-day. They 
have received no anawera to their telegrams 
other than a measage from. Walker, of 
Honolulu, confirmatory of the press reports, 
Tho arrival of the Australia brought 
keen disappointment to the Sun Franoisco 
tugboat fieet, which for days past have been 
patrolling tho Pacific well out beyond their 
Ubual territory and keeping a sharp lookout 
oa the supposition that if the Miowera's 
machinery bad oome to grief, she would try 
to iiiake San Franoisco under, sail. The C. 
V. R pi'oplo, acting upon tho same theory, 
had already arranged for the handling of 
p^saengeru, mails and freight in the event 
uf the sieami r docking ut the California 
port, and lliey now will foot tho billa of 
extras incurred by passengers who, by 
son of the Miowera's failure to keep her 
engagement, are obliged to take the San 
Erunci^-co nmle. 

The Assi ciiiti'd Press correspondent at 
Honolulu, wrii log under date of the lltli 
iiibt., given the following account of the 
accident : The Canadian .•\u3tralian aleani- 
ship Miowera is a complete wreck at tho 
oulh of Honolulu harbor, Oo tho iiigbtof 
Oelobur 2 she stiuck heavily on tho reef at 
the entrance to tho harbor ; Cipt Slott had 
not waited for a pilot, to bo.ird his vessel. 
AlmoBt aa soon us tho veaael struck, a tug 
was sent to her uaaisranco, but elforla 
to got her off wore unavailing. Tho pas- 
sengers were all asleep at tho timo, but 
there was no panic. All were removed in 
safety the next day. J he Miowera swung 
Droadaide on the reef, where she will re- 
main ilntil removed by wreckers. Admiral 
Skerrett sent the United States steamer 
Adams to the assistance of the wrecked 
ship. The Provisional Government paid tho 
Oceanic Steamship Company §1,500 to send 
the steamer Auntralia to San Francisco 
ahead of time so ihat asaiatancu could be 
sent down by the Mariposa. It is feared a 
south wind will blow the wreck into tho 
channel, blocking it. The Miowera was of 
3,500 tons register, and with her fittings 
represents a value of $500 000. Her inaur- 
ance is thought to be half that amount. 
Passengers and maila were forwarded by 
tho Auatralia to San Franoisoo. Xbe people 
and Government here blamo Captain Stott 
for the disaster.

The Closing Finally Fixed for the End of 
October.

CARDINAL GIBBONS' ANNIVERSARY. 

Grandly Impbslner CerflBtonials at Baltimore. 

liAT.TlMonK, Oct. 18.— The grandest core- 
mouial tho Roman Catholic church has wit- 
nessed in this country took placo to-day in 
and about tho cathedral of this city, being 
tho colubration of the 25th anniversary of 
the elevation to the Episcopate of Cardinal 
Gibbons.

The Great Northern Liue Abantloned 
for the FremMit— Tlie "Bowdea" 
'lows to Sea. 



Onco tnorb an attomp!; will be mado to 
raise the wrecked San Pedro, bat the work 
on this occasion will bo oonducted by the 
Morun Urolhera, of Scuttle, of the Moraii 
Iron Works. A mouth or so a«o tho Atiieii- 
oiu tug U linier brought a purty hero from 
Seiittlo who epent two or three days work- 
iug around the Situ Pedro, though for what 
pnrpoae was not known at the time, as nooo 
of the party would talk. It was suppoBcd, 
however, that tho Morans were making an 
cxaminutioD of tho Bhip to caublo thcni to 
submit a propoaition to tho Southern I'ucific 
Steamship (Jompany for raising tho veeael. 
Kothinj^ further was heard of tho scheme 
until yesterday morning, when tho Kainier 
again arrived with about tho same party; 
tlieu it was ascertained definitely whut the 
objects of her visit was Spoaking about 
his plana yesterday, Mr. Moran said hia 
company would work directly for tho>South- 
ern Pacific Steamship Company. They pro- 
pose endeavoring to raise the vessel on the 
same plan as C«pt. Lachlan adopted, only 
they will use more powerful pumps. Since 
the exsmin«tion of tho ship they have been 
busy manufaolariog pumps and other ma- 
chinery for raising the vessel. The pumpa 
inolnde twelve large oentrifugals, whioh are 
each oaloolated to throw a continuous stream 
of water the oiroumferenoe of an ordinary 
barrel— or twenty tons a minute, Theso 
pumps, if the ship was in the harbor, could 
empty hrr of all witler in less than half an 
hour. The large steam barge Henry Back, 
which is now on tho Sound, and whioh is 
completely equipped with machinery for the 
purpose, will iilso lie over shortly, and she 
and tho lliiuer uill bo the only vessels em- 
ployed ul, the work for a while. It will be 
found nece.ibHi y, hnwevtr, before any npccial 
work is utteiiip'ed, to make some repairs to 
tho coffer dam, whioh was damaged by the 
recent heavy galeij. Tliia colfrfrdam, which 
was iisiid in the last attempt, to riiiso the 
ship, still I' m lins in plaoo, and will be of 
grout asaititanuo to llie work. An attempt 
to riiiau the vessel will probably be made in 
about two weekn. All the appliances to be 
used in raising tho vessel, Mr. Moran says, 
will come up from tho Sound.

Financial News (London); Tho an- 
nouncement of gold disco/eries at Alberni, 
on Vancouver Island, will not come as a 
surprise to anyone who knows the district. 
At China Creek, oloso by, a number of 
Chinamen have for many years past gained 
a fair livelihood by collecting alluvial gold, 
and mining prospectors have for aomo time 
boon following up tliu idea that the quartz 
from which this gold was originally washed 
exists somowhero among the neighboring 
hills. . . . Alberni ia situated at about 
the middle ol tho Houthern half of tho island, 
and is connected with the Pacific ocean by a 
natural canal forly miles long, and from 
half a mile to one ndio wide.

.Suicide of II 4iovernmcnl OHlcIal. 

PiTTSliUKCU, Oct. 18. — K. 11. Carroll shot 
himself in tho riglit aide of hia hcid at eight/ 
thia morning, with suicidal intent, and wil' 
die from the effects of the wound. Mr, 
Carroll, one of the oldest employes of the 
Government arsenal iu Lawrencevillo, in 
this city, was arrested on Juno lot by 
United Slates marshal on tho charge of 
forgery, on information by Major Phipp.9, 
commai.dant of the arsenal. For twenty 
yenra ho was cash clerk, and alao had 
charge of tho occouula of the paymaster 
and Hlorekeeper. lie had altered tho check 
numbera on several of the blank checks, 
and, being an expert penman, imitated tho 
writing of Paymaater aud Storekeeper Mor 
g»n so cleverly that the forgeries were de- 
tected only after a critical examination of 
the checks. The total amount of the for 
geriea amounted to about $100. Yesterday 
a true bill, charging Carroll with forgery, 
waa fund in tho United States Court. It is 
believed the certainty of conviction prompt 
ed the self-murder. Carroll resides on Main 
street, and has a wife and three daughters. 

FA Question of "Surname." 

New York, Got. 18.— A cable dispatch 
from London was published on October -1, 
slating that Ruatem Pasha, tho Turkish 
ambassador, had said that the Christian 
Herald had been excluded from the Turkish 
mails, and its circulation in tho Sultan's 
dominiona prohibited in consequence of the 
publication of objectionable stitcments con- 
nected with the recent missionary troubles.
